Decide  I /Vith  Wisdom-Then  Vote 
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.  .  And  so,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  if  I 
am  elected  .  . 

Five  campaign  managers  stood  up  and 
advocated  that  “their  man”  was  the  only  man 
for  the  job  of  Student  Body  President  m  last 
Thursday’s  campaign  convo.  Five  candidates 
stood  up  and  tried  to  paint  a  mural  of  what 
Warturg’s  student  government  would  be  like 
with  them  at  the  top  of  the  easel. 

All  10  of  these  men  were  trying  to  pull 
just  one  thing  out  of  the  audience  whom  they 
knew  as  their  judge.  Every  word  and  gesture 
was  designed  to  win  the  confidence  of  one 
vote. 

Here  is  the  crucial  word  .  .  .  vote.  Yet, 
the  significance  of  this  single  syllable  is  far 
too  often  never  given  a  second  glance. 

What  is  a  vote?  First,  it  is  a  privilege  of 
citizenship  .  .  .  and  opportunity  known  only 
to  those  democratic  organizations  where  the 
people  are  the  government  and  the  will  of  the 
majority  is  law. 

Second,  it  is  an  obligation  .  .  .  the  per¬ 
sonal  responsibility  of  every  citizen  to  main¬ 
tain  the  freedoms  he  enjoys  in  spite  of  the 
laxness  with  which  they  are  often  accepted 
and  misused  by  others. 

Third,  an  intelligent  vote  is  work  .  .  . 
any  conscientious  citizen  who  intends  to  use 
his  ballot  wisely  must  know  whereof  he  marks 


his  “x’’.  The  position  of  Senate  Prexy  is  one 
of  the  most  influential  offices  any  collegian  By  Stan  Bonder 
may  hold. 

Therefore,  it  would  be  pure  folly  for  a 
voter  to  mark  his  ballot  on  the  basis  of  a 
single  impression.  The  ethics  of  wise  voting 
require  that  the  basis  of  decisions  goes  fur¬ 
ther  than  personal  relationships.  The  man 
himself,  his  basic  policies  and  attitudes,  liis 
platform  and  his  experience  must  all  be 
weighed  carefully  in  the  fine  balances  of 
qualification. 

However,  to  know  the  meaning  and  im¬ 
portance  of  the  vote  is  not  enough.  Unless 
a  citizen  voices  his  decision  in  black  and  white, 
that  person  is  a  governmental  mute. 

In  recent  years  SBP  elections  have 
gleaned  an  average  less  than  an  85  per  cent 
vote.  When  one  first  reads  those  figures,  he 
has  a  normal  tendency  to  become  self-satis¬ 
fied  with;  his  governmental  role.  Stop  and 
reflect  for  a  minute  on  the  remaining  15  per 
cent.  They  may  have  been  the  margin  with 
the  powers  of  complete  upheaval  in  a  five- 
candidate  election  such  as  the  one  facing  us 
Monday. 

Make  “Have  you  voted  yet?”  Monday’s 
campus  byword.  The  balance  of  leadership 
may  rest  in  your  mark.

Salk  Vaccine  Licks  Polio 

Millions  will  keep  on  walking  who  would  have  been  crippled. 
Polio  is  licked.  The  10th  anniversary  of  the  death  of  poliomyelitis’ 
most  famed  victim,  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  marked  the  release  of 
the  Salk  polio  vaccine  success. 

Last  year  extensive  tests  were  carried  out  throughout  the 
country  to  determine  the  power  of  the  vaccine.  The  effects  were 

carefully  studied  and  tabulated.  Last  week  the  _ 

IBM  cards  gave  up  their  answer.  The  vaccine 
was  shown  to  be  from  80-90  per  cent  effective. 


the  danger  of  contracting  infantile  paralvsi: 
greatest.  Children  in  this  age  group  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  be  the  recipients  of  the  limited  amount  of 
vaccine  available. 

Salk  vaccine  will  be  administered  to  children 
as  long  as  the  supply  holds  out,  but  there  is  simply 
not  enough  to  go  around. 


The  dosage  will  probably  consist  of  two  separate  shots.  A  three- 
shot  series  has  been  tested,  but  because  of  the  limited  amount  of  vac¬ 
cine  available  and  because  of  the  almost  equal  short-term  effects 
between  the  two  series,  the  two-shot  series  will  be  used.  The  three- 
shot  series  does,  however,  possess  a  long  range  advantage.

CHEAPER  BOOKS  POSSIBLE 

A  25  per  cent  saving  on  text¬ 
books  would  be  possible  if  a  co¬ 
operative  bookstore  would  be 
started  on  campus. 

The  advantages  of  such  a  book¬ 
store  are  quite  evident:  1.  Stu-  . 
dents  would  save  approximately 
$10  a  year;  2.  Students  would  be 
encouraged  to  buy  more  books; 

3.  Faculty  and  alumni  could  also 
take  advantage  of  this  saving. 

A  co-op  bookstore  is  not  an 
untried  or  unproven  idea.  Many 
schools  have  had  one  for  a  number  ' 
of  years. 

Seminary  Example 

One  example  of  this  is  at  an¬ 
other  American  Lutheran  Church 
school  —  Wartburg  Seminary  at 
Dubuque.  The  bookstore  there  is  • 
owned  and  operated  by  students, 
for  students.  All  profits  arc  paid 
out  to  students  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  of  books  purchased. 

Each  student,  upon  entering 
school,  pays  a  $10  deposit  which 
provides  working  capital  for  the 
store.  This  is  refunded  any  time' 
the  student  desires  to  withdraw 
his  membership.  After  business 
expenses  such  as  wages,  advertis¬ 
ing,  etc.  are  deducted,  the  profit 
is  paid  back  to  the  members. 
Last  year  a  dividend  of  approxi¬ 
mately  twenty-five  per  cent  was 
paid. 

Membership  is  on  a  voluntary 
basis  and  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time.  After  graduation,  stu¬ 
dents  may  still  hold  their  mem¬ 
bership. 

Disadvantages  Exist 

There  are.  of  course,  disadvan¬ 
tages  to  this  type  of  store.  For 
one  thing,  it  would  require  addi¬ 
tional  bookkeeping.  Another  thing, 
it  would  deprive  the  college  of  the 

{>rofit  now  made  from  the  sale  of 
extbooks. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  advan¬ 
tages  far  outweigh  the  disadvan¬ 
tages,  insofar  as  student  benefits 
are  concerned. 

Every  student  will  benefit  if 
such  a  co-operative  enterprise  is 
undertaken.

As  with  any  item  which  is  in  great  demand,  many  types  of 
people  will  try  to  get  in  on  the  profits.  Because  of  the  possibility 
of  blackmarket  vaccine,  an  administration  group  governing  the 
distribution  of  the  vaccine  will  most  likely  be  delegated.  The 
National  Research  Council  of  the  American  Academy  of  Science 
is  a  likely  candidate  for  the  job,  having  handled  similar  distribu¬ 
tions  in  the  past. 

The  vaccine  will  soon  be  administered  to  the  children  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  summer  months  when  the  poliomyelitis  rates  begin  to 
rise.  Although  there  is  simply  not  enough  to  go  around,  careful 
distribution  of  the  supply  would  result  in  a  sharp  setback  of  the 
crutch  industry.

A  father  addressing  his  son  who  is  tossing  a  baseball  against  the 
battered  red  boards  of  an  old  bam:  “Son,  lay  that  old  ball  aside  and 
take  to  swingin’  that  chunk  of  hickory  over  yonder." 

The  elderly  gent  knew  what  he  was  talking  about,  especially  when 
he  added.  "They  ain’t  no  future  in  throwin'  a  baseball  no  more.  Yn 
gotta  be  able  to  smack  it  a  mile  these  days  to  do  any  good. 

"Son,"  he  went  on,  "Tho/vo  done  taken  the  life  outta  this 
here  sport  of  baseball.  The  first  thing  they  did  that  was  wrong 
was  outlaw  the  spit  boll. 

"Wal,  boy,  I  seen  pitchers  back  in  my  day  who  had  only  a 
spitter,  and  Id  bet  my  old  catcher’s  mask  that  they’d  give  some  of 
today’s  home  run  sluggers  a  regular  epileptic  fit.  Why,  I  remember 
the  day  old  Ed  Walsh— he  was  the  muster  of  the  ‘wet  one'— met  up 
with  the  ace  clubber  of  the  Brooklyn  outfit.
